What the Papers Say. 
Correspondence New York Times, 

It has been so many times demonstrated that the 
southern farmer might become independently rich 
if he would correct even one of the serious defects 
of his system of farming that one begins to suspect 
that there is a mistake somewhere. Seores of 
writers have proved on paper that the better fertili- 
zation of the soil, improved cultivation, smaller 
farms, the raising of supplies at home, and the abo- 
lition of the credit system would, any one of them, 
put millions of dollars in the pockets of the farmers 
of the south every year, and if thisis true, it appa- 
rently ought to be true that by a general reform in 
all these mattersthe south could ina few years have 
the whole world deeply in its debt, a feat wheib 
would be contrary to all commervial experience 
and practically impossible. This sort of reasoning 


does not disprove the statements of the advocates of | 
more economical and better methods in farming at | 


the south, for the lowering of prices as production 
increased would put an automatic check upon the 
too sudden eee of wealth. There is one mis- 
take, however, which most southern farmers make 
that might be corrected without bringing about any 
diminution in the prices of the staple crops which 
the south has to seil, while it would certainly and 
largely increase the uggregate value of 
the annual product of her — soil. The 
raising of their own corn, bacon, 
wheat, bay, oats, mules and dairy products would 
greatly reduce their outgo without in the least di- 
minishing their income, Experience has already 
clearly demonstrated that cotton is most profitable 
when raised as @ surplus¢ Op. grown upon soil and 
with labor not required for the raising of the sup- 
farm. Thousands of farm- 
ersin every northern state keep out of debt and 
bankruptcy only by reason of the fact that they 
raise on their own land uearly everything they and 
their families eateand wear. The shipment egst of 
cheap western wheat and corn, and of fut steers 
from IJllinpis, Kentucky, Texas and Virginia, 
shuts out the New England farmer from the markets 
he had formerly profitably supplied, and left him 
with nothing Ii but woolandafew minorecrops; 
but he has never to any considerable extent become 
a buyer of corn, tlour, and beef. Ife still produces 
enough of these for his own use, besides pork, Oonts, 
barley, hay applesand maplesugar. Having so little 
to buy, he can still live comfortably even when he 
has almost nothing to sell. He illustrates in a 
striking mannerthe independence of his oecupa 
tion. The amount of his annual money 
with tradespeople, either in buying or 
often surprisingly small, considering the value of 
What he produces and consumes, yetheis happy 
and comtortable,and perhaps lays by something 
every vear. The condition 
who farms upon the all cotton plan is very differ 
ent, He sells everything he produces and has to buy 
everything he eonsumes. It is fortunate for him 
this exchange balances; rarely is there any surp! 
leftin hishands. When a bale of cotton is pai 
less than a ton of hay, or for foity bushels of corn, 
it is only necessary to Know that the cotton has cost 
the farmer &bont $80 to understand the impossibili- 
tv of his getting ahead in tue world. So longas this 
xchange of his cotton against the supplies requir 
to raise it is even and both cathe ire made 
to meet, the planter’s condition i 
much worse than , that of avery 
of rest of his fellow 
SeCS at onee that 
does no more than this he is guilty of : 
gross neglect of his opportunities. Favored as he j 
by climate and soil and in the nature of his product, 
Which is alwavs saleable on sight, he ought to make 
money. It is only by the most blame ible misman- 
agement that he can help it, for witha reasonable 
exercise of that faculty which the yankee farmer 
calls ‘calculation,’ he would become rich in spite 
of himself. There is no excuse for poverty among 
the cotton farmers of the south... Their extravagant 
aud wasteful management is the cause of the hard 
times of which they complain so much,

A Memorable Meeting Around ‘« Banquet Board 
Floguent and Patriotic Speeches by Represent- 
ative Men— A Boom for the Ex »osition and 
the creep | South—A Rare Visit.

A notable event long to be remembered in th 
history of the International cotton exposition, was 
the dinner given|last evening, at the Exposition 
restaurant, by the gommittee of the New England 
¢otton manufactu rers’ axsociation, headed by Hon. 
Kdwerd Atkinson., We have already noticed at 
length the distingp ished character of this dele- 
gation and the practical and patriotic aims of their 
visit to the expositipn. Asan evidenee of their ap- 
preciation of the cérdiality and hospitality with 
which they have been met, they invited the execu- 
tive committee, the press and others to be their 
guests at the dinner of last evening. 

The company assembled at the Whitehall station 
at seven o'clock was one representative of the 
wealth. commerce, manufactures and sentiments 
of the two sections of the union. A special train 
conveyed the party to the exposition grounds, 
which took on new majesty in the mellow and sil- 
Vern moonlight of an Indian summer evening. 

On arrival at the Exposition restaurant it was 


found to have been elaberately decorated 
with flags and bunting, brilliantly illu- 
minated and set out with . an ample 


board, glittering with its appurtenances and fore- 
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lanters, manufacturers, dealers, buyers, ete., with 
the object of testing and approving the best machines 
amid processes offered for employment in the eul- 
ture and manipulation of cotton. He pledged his 
own co-operation in such a movement, and cited 
several pertinent instances where et aap could 
be done by such an association. His idea was ap- 
plauded and approved by his hearers. 

Mayor English responded to the call upon him in 
a pointed and well conceived address. He referred 
to the great need in the south of trained mechanics 
—men of technical education and skill in the ap- 
pliance of useful arts. He referred eloquently to 
the awakening here of an interest in general free 
education, and drew hearty applause by his earnest 
statement of the determination of our people to 
build the sure foundations of our preety upon 
the virtue and intelligence of the Masses, 
He said nowhere on the continent were life and 
property more secure than in Atlanta. Here men 
are appreciated for their moral worth and industry, 
and if the men of the north will send us their sons, 
skilled in the arts of peace and in thrift, the wel- 
come here given the fathers will be nothing as 
compared with that extended to the sons. [Ap-

Mr. Johnston, of the Harmony mills, Cohoes, 
New York, was next introduced and delivered a 
practical and sensible speech upon the unities 
which should prevail among the peoples and in- 
dustrial! interests of the country.
